S a n F r a n c is c o , May 19th.—About 3:15 
this m orning three distinct shocks of earth­ 
quake, following in quick succession, were 
ielt here. Mirrors aud glasses were broken 
and the people in some of the largest hotels 
rushed out of the house. 
Reports from the 
interior towns state th at the shock was felt 
there also. To-day has been warm and 
sultry. 


L i c k 
O b s e r v a t o r y , May 19th.— The 
earthquake of May 19th was felt at the 
Lick Observatory at 3h. 9.0m. a . m ., as a 
series of general shocks of sm all am plitude 
and slow series. 
It was not severe enough 
to wake the sleepers. 
The extraordinary 
feature of this shock is its great duration, 
which is registered on our instrum ents for 
no less than tw o m inutes and twelve sec­ 
onds. 
In 
this 
feature 
it 
resembles 
the Inyo shock 
of 
March 
26, 
1872, 
as experienced in Sau Francisco for sim ilar 
reason. The observation station was in 
both cases far removed from the origin of 
the shock and the energy of the earth­ 
quake was manifested in long waves of slow 
period, but lasting for an unusual time. 
Moreover in this case the shock was more 
severe in Santa Clara valley than after it 
traversed several 
ranges 
of hills and 
reached Mr. H am ilton. Our earthquake 
m achine shows the up and down move­ 
m ent lasted eighty-four seconds. 
The 
period of each wave was about 1.7 seconds 
which is very gentle and slow, and 
the double am plitude of the vertical waves 
was never more than ,0S of an inch. The 
east and west movem ent consisted of strong 
trem ors for nearly four seconds, when the 
waves began and lasted as a strong decided 
movem ent for tw enty-nine seconds, after 
which tremors continued lili their traces 
are lost, ninety seconds after the beginning. 
The period of these waves is about .8 of a 
second (very slow), and the double ampli- 
tute is bout .03 ot an inch. 
The most re­ 
m arkable motions were in the north and 
south direction. The tremors were felt for 
three seconds, then large waves for forty- 
five seconds, succeed oy tremors till 132 
seconds from the beginning. 
Their period 
was 6 of a second. The double am plitude 
is .05 of an inch. The duplex machine 
shows 
results 
agreeing ’ w ith 
the 
aDOve and indicates the very complex 
nature of the motion of the ground. There 
are several earthquake instrum ents like 
the one here in aDd near San Francisco, 
namely: 
A t the Clifl House, at 917 Pice 
street, at the University of California, at 
the ¡Chabot Observatory, at Mr. B linn’s 
private observatory, Mills Seminary, and 
at the University of the Pacific, San Jose. 
Doubtless valuable information can be ob­ 
tained from them , and also from the State 
W eather Service of Nevada at Carson, 
which also has one of these machines. 
May I ask through your columns that 
any accurate observation of this shock which 
have been made in California be com m u­ 
nicated to the Lick Observatory. W e do not 
know the extent of the damage in San 
Francisco, but trust that the reports which 
reached us are exaggerated.

C a l is t o g a , May 19th.—An earthquake, 
the vibrations of which continued longer 
than any previously felt here, occurred soon 
after 3 o’clock this m orning. The vibra­ 
tions, which were short aud quite percepti­ 
ble. were east and west. 


M o d e s t o , May 19th.—The people of this 
section were awakened by a heavy shock of 
earthquake at 3:15 this morning. The vi­ 
brations were from north to south, and lasted 
for several seconds. 
W indows and doors 
rattled, and chandeliers vibrated. The sec­ 
ond shock was less pronounced, and fol­ 
lowed ten m inutes later. 
No damage was 
reported. The weather to-day is close and 
sultry. 


N a p a C i t y , May 19th.—A heavy shock 
of earthquake occurred at five m inutes past 
three this morning. It was the severest since 
October 20, 1868. Toe weather is hot, the 
therm om eter registering ninety-five in the 
shade. 


S a n t a R o s a . May 19th.— Three distinct 
shocks of earthquake, in close succession, 
were felt at three o’clock this morning. 
The vibrations were from east to west. 


P l e a s a n t o n , May 19th.—At 3:15 this 
m orning we were visited bv the worst 
earthquake shock felt since 186S. The vi­ 
brations were north and south, and contin­ 
ued for fifteen seconds. 
It was so severe 
that buildings creaked and tottered. To­ 
day has been hazy and sultry. 


S a n 
J o s e , May 19th.—The earthquake 
passed through here at 3:12 to 3:14 a . m . 
The wave seemed to pass from the south­ 
east to the northwest. There was but one 
distinct wave, which was followed by a 
rum bling and a backward motion due to 
the reaction. The day has been sultry, 
the tem perature moderating towards sun­ 
down.

Los A n g e l e s , May 19th.—A rather un­ 
usual thing happened at Pasadena yester­ 
day afternoon, which may have fatal re­ 
sults. Just alter the Quakers’ meeting in 
their church on Marengo avenue was over, 
and the crowd filled the street, a mad cow 
broke loose from a herd of cattle owned 
by 1. M. Murdell, and, after running amuck 
through the street, charged into the crowd. 
An elderly lady, Mrs. Pbo-be W illiams, 
was the first victim, and was lifted up on 
the anim al’s horns and pitched over a 
hedge. She sustained serious internal in­ 
juries. 
The cow next knocked down two men, 
one of whom —Jonathan Bailey, the m an­ 
ager of the Pickering Land and W ater 
Company—broke his collar-bone, and was 
h u rt so severely about the head that he 
may not recover.

F u r th e r P a r tic u la r s R e g a rd in g th e F ig h t 
W ith th e B a n d its . 
T ucson (A. T.),M ay 19th.—W m. Ellison, 
alias “ Cyclone Bill,” who was arrested for 
being a party to the recent robbery of Pay­ 
master W ham , was brought here by Deputy 
United States M arshal BreckeDridge. and 
Under Sheriff Parks, of Clifton, Graham 
county, and sixty troops who acted as 
guards. The prisoner is six feet two inches 
tall, has a long red beard and mustache, 
and is lam e in the left leg, having been shut 
in that m em ber som eyears ago in Texas.

C R IM E IN A R K A N SA S. 


A n A tte m p t o f N e g ro e s to G e t Office 
C a u ses B lo o d s h e d . 
L it t l e R ock, May 19th.—Advices from 
Forest City state that A. M. Neely, the 
negro whose quarrel resulted in yesterday’s 
riot in which three men were killed, was 
killed early this m orning. Neely and his 
brother and father took refuge in the Ad­ 
vocate building. Every effort was made to 
get at Neely, but they proved unsuccessful, 
as the negroes were well barricaded. This 
m orning actiug Sheriff’Izard persuaded old 
m an Neely and his other son to come out, 
prom ising them safe conduct to the jail 
and a fair trial. 
A. M. Neely did not ap­ 
pear. The Sheriff’s posse was not more 
than a hundred yards distant with the two 
prisoners when a num ber of the other 
members of the posse raided the Advocate 
building. Neely was discovered secreted 
under the floor and was riddled with bul­ 
lets. 
This last killing created a great deal more 
excitement, and the people were afraid of a 
raid on the town by the negroes. The act- 
ting Sheriff wired Governor Eagle, and 
asked that the m ilitia be ordered there. 
Governor Eagle thought he would be bet­ 
ter able to judge of w hat was needed by be­ 
ing on the ground, so he took the first train 
to Forest City and is now there, and will 
rem ain until quiet is restored. The cause 
of all the trouble was the determined at­ 
tem pt ot the negroes to elect two of their 
race to mem bership in the School Board in 
place of two white men. The white people 
claimed the negroes had already a sufficient 
representation and charged that they were 
trying to obtain control of the Board in 
order to manage the schools to suit them ­ 
selves. 
Neely was a prom inent Republi­ 
can. 
H e was a:so a member of the Slate 
Central Committee, and of the Executive 
Committee, and had secured the recom­ 
m endation of that body for the appoint­ 
m ent as Register of the Land Office here. 
It has been learned to-day that the bullet 
which killed Sheriff Wilson was not fired 
by Neely, as at first snpposed, but was one 
of the shots fired wildly by Marshal Fol- 
bree as he was falling after being fatally 
wounded by Tom Barham. 


B a rb a r o u s T re a tm e n t c f T h re e P o lis h 
I m m ig r a n ts in N ew Y ork. 


N e w Y o r k . May 18th.—Bale and emaci­ 
ated, in clothes torn and tattered, three 
destitute im m igrants made their way to 
Castle Garden yesterday m orning and told 
a thrilling tale of cruelty and brutal im po­ 
sition. 
Tbeir names are, respectively, 
Wojeck Notway, Adam Zonson and Beter 
Bortsch. 
W hile crossing Battery Bark, on their 
way to Castle Garden, a glib-tongued indi­ 
vidual who spoke Bulish. tbeir native lan­ 
guage, captured them and induced the tin- 
thinking im m igrants to go with them to 
an alleged “ labor bureau ’’ at 32 Greenwich 
street, but in reality a notorious den run 
by ” Liverpool Jack.” 
After rem aining in 
the den seven days they were hired by a 
farmer in Germantown, N. Y., who calls 
him self Ambrose Lssher. This man, from 
the accounts of the immigrants, outrivals 
Barsons, the “ slave-driver” of N ortham p­ 
ton, Mass., who was recently severely pun­ 
ished for sim ilar atrocities. 
“ Lasher, who is a coarse, ugly-looking 
m an.” said Nolwav, one of the im m igrants’ 
“ promised to pay iis $12 a month and treat 
us like men. The tuau in charge of the 
agency on Greenwich street vouched for his 
character. 
H e made us work like slaves 
for a whole m onth and gave us but little to 
eat, and that of the very worst kind. 
We 
could not endure it longer than the end of 
the month, when we demanded our wages. 
Lasher at first refused to pay us ; then be 
gave us $6 a piece, and tried to drive us off 
the farm. 
W e would not go. 
“Then he sent for a m an who wore a big 
badge, and said he was a Constable. This 
official handcuffed Zonzon and myself, and 
then tied a big rope around our necks and 
fastened it to the back of a wagon. Bortsch 
was lashed to the bottom of the wagon. 
Then the Constable drove us toward the 
railroad station, trotting behind the wagon 
like animals, handcuffed and nearly choked 
by the ropes. 
“ When two miles from the station the 
Constable stopped the wagon, and drew a 
revolver and made us give him a dollar 
apiece. 
Then he ordered us to go to the 
railroad station and leave town quickly. 
We were thanklul to escape with our lives, 
and told no one our story until we got to 
Castle G arden.”

About 6 
o'clock in the evening, by order of the at­ 
torneys of the Law and Order League, five 
salooDS in the central part of the city were 
entered by the police and their proprietors 
were arrested. These will furnish a suffi­ 
cient num ber of test cases, to show w hat 
can be done by the Bolice Court in securing 
convictions.

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T h e story is current that James Gordon 
Bennett has received information that 
leads him to believe that General Gordon 
is not dead but is retained a close prisoner 
at Khartoum. Acting upon this belief he 
lias organized a small force and set out for 
that city at a mast unusual season for 
entering the Soudan. The report is that 
a ransom has been demanded for the sur­ 
render of General Gordon and that Ben­ 
nett is prepared to meet it and has gone 
to the Mahdi’s capital to do so. Another 
fitory is that the trip is undertaken on a 
bet that a man of brains and money can 
safely enter and depart from the city. It 
must be borne in mind that there has 
never been given any positive evidence 
that General Gordon was killed at the fall 
of Khartoum, except that of certain rifle­ 
men who say that from a distance, as they 
fleil, they saw the General fired upon, as 
he was descending the steps of his home ; 
that they saw him fall and that one of his 
assailants severed the General’s head from 
his body. 
But these men were at a dis" 
tance and may have been mistaken as to 
the identity. 
In the last entries of his 
journal General Gordon records his be* 
lief that his hour had come, and that unless 
reli ef came speedily, the town would fall 
and that he would receive no mercy at the 
hands of the Mahdi. The troops of the 
False Prophet were very solicitous to have 
the news of thedeath of the gallant soldier 
conveyed to the English, and the Mahdi 
liimself took pains to impress the fact upon 
messengers that Gordon was no more. 
But the Mahdi, after the fall of Khartoum, 
having no longer any reason to fear Gor­ 
don, 
had 
no 
special 
Teason 
for 
putting him to death, and as he, like all 
Arabs, 
was 
a 
lover 
of 
money, 
it is not improbable that he contem­ 
plated securing a round sum for the return 
of Gordon, after the story of his death had 
sufficiently impressed the people of Eng­ 
land. But the Mahdi died very soon after 
the fall of Khartoum; his successor has not 
claimed to be -uch except in a military 
sense, the religious mantle of the False 
Prophet having as yet fallen upon no 
shoulders, of which the world has heard. 
It is possible, therefore, that Gordon is 
alive, but is a very remote possibility, for 
on the other hand, the natural impulse of 
'he Mahdi’s Lieutenant, on the fall of 
Khartoum, would he to execute his pris­ 
oners. The troops of the Mahdi took 
prisoners only to butcher them; they were 
never known to encumber themselves with 
captives. 
If then, it be true that Gordon 
is alive, it will be found that special and 
very unusual orders were issued concern­ 
ing his capture. All the probabilities are 
that he is dead; that even if not killed at 
the time, that he has not survived in that 
inhospitable clime since 1885, as a close 
prisoner. The result of Bennett’s trip into 
Egypt, therefore, will be awaited with 
much anxiety; if it is true that Khar­ 
toum is his objective destination, it is pos­ 
sible that his fate may become shrouded in 
as profound mystery as is that of Gordon. 
For our part wc do not believe that Ben­ 
nett aims to reach Khartoum. It may lie 
however, that he will go into Egypt and 
up the Nile, even at this season, sufficiently 
far to safely communicate with the com­ 
mander of the rebel forces which the 
Khedive dare not face, and that have 
thus far defied Egypt and England com­ 
bined.

Independent of the issues raised by the 
bill, and w ithout regard to the position of 
the Prim e M inister upon the question be­ 
fore the Reichstag, the outcry of the L ib­ 
eral leader was grossly insulting, and no 
one can blame Bismarck for his exhibition 
of anger. 
If the Liberals cannot meet the 
Government measures in a fair debate, and 
show wherein their error lies, they should 
rem ain silent. They will not secure the sym- 
p ith y of Germany or the civilized world 
by resorting to the tacjics of the bully. 
T he interruption was a gross insult to one 
having the floor, and as he was represent­ 
ing the Government and stood there to be 
catachized as its representative, he was 
entitled to th at respectful treatm ent th at 
Parliam entary ethics are supposed to guar­ 
antee. Such an assault upon a speaker in 
our Congress would insure the offender 
punishm ent. 
T hat Bismarck should ask 
in vituperative anger, “^wlio is th at im pu­ 
dent creature ?” was entirely natural. 
It 
was impudence, and such as demanded re­ 
buke, and the member guilty of it should 
not complain th at he was addressed as a 
“ creature ?’ he had certainly waived the 
right to be hailed more gently. 
Legis­ 
lators, as well as other people should re­ 
member, th at there is no strength in vi­ 
tuperation, and he confesses his cause 
weak who can offer no better defense of it. 


T h e Convention of editors and publish­ 
ers that is to assemble in this city this

W E A T H E R STATISTICS, 


A T h irty Y ean* R eview o f th e T em p e ra ­ 
tu re , E tc., fo r A pril. 
Sergeant Jam es A . Barwick, Observer of 
the Signal Corps at Sacramento, reports 
the average tem perature for A pril, as 
deduced from a record of thirty-five years, 
is 59 1°, while for the past m onth it was 
60.4°, or a little warm er than the average 
of m any years. The lowest m onthly mean 
was 54.6°, in 1880. and the highest 63°, in 
1875. The average precipitation for April, 
as obtained from a forty years' rezord, is 
1.95 inches, and last m onth gave but .26 of 
an inch, w hich is 1.69 inches below the 
average rainfall of m any years. The wet­ 
test April was that of 1880, when there was 
14.20 inches of rain measured. The least 
am ount ever know n to fall was a sprinkle 
in 1857, and again in 1875. 
The following tabulated data shows the 
various phases of the weather at this point 
from 1878 to 1889, both years inclusive:

San Q u entin. 
U nder this heading the San Francisco 
Call has the following editorial, which re­ 
flects the alm ost unanim ous verdict of the 
press of the State: 
The State Penitentiary of California is 
not supposed to be located in the realm s of 
fancy, yet there m utt be magic in the at­ 
mosphere. A short time ago the m aster­ 
spirit of the institution was before the Leg­ 
islature. charged with certain official acts 
unbecoming his position as an officer of 
the State. 
The basis of these charges was 
certain letters of a confidential character, 
and written in 
a playful mood, which 
were in the handw riting of the W arden. 
The W arden admitted the authenticity of 
most of the letters and pleaded a natural 
tendency to m etaphor as an excuse for 
some expressions which had seemed to im ­ 
ply disrespect of the Prison Directors. But 
the Legislature bad other things to do than 
investigate State Prisons. Buckley was 
satisfied with the recognition which had 
been given him in the matter of appoint­ 
ments, and. though politically an opponent 
of the W arden, did not care to take up the 
tim e of the Legislature to work him an in­ 
jury. But since that tim e a change has 
come over the spirit of somebody’s dreams. 
Tbe 
investigation is continued at San 
Quentin under the auspices of the Governor, 
but it is not the W arden who is on trial. 
The men who preferred charges against him 
are the culprits. The only counsel in the 
¡asex h o liaa iihftgiLaay disposition to pro- 
«eed with the investigation on the lines that 
had been dropped at Sacramento is crowded 
int. and one of tbe principal witnesses is 
«presented as flying before the trown of 
he W arden, who is ably assisted in the 
frowning business by his son John. As 
(here are no written charges to be tried, no 
counsel for tbe people, and apparently no 
-witnesses brave enough to tell w hat they 
know , the farce should be cut down to one 
act. About the only thing that can be 
proved against the W arden is that be ran 
the prison on tbe practical political plan, 
m aking room when be possibly coaid for 
th e shorn lambs of the two political boeses. 
In fact,the W arden has adm itted that he had 
tried to be im partial between the two, inti­ 
m ating at the same tim e that a W arden 
w ho ignored the bosses wouid soon be in 
Search of a situa'ion. The San Quentin 
Scandal only proves the folly of attem pt­ 
ing to inquire into tbe conduct of public 
institutions while Buckley retains control 
o f affairs.

Between ten and eleven m inutes after 3 
o'clock yesterday m orning this vicinity was 
visited by the sharpest shock of earthqnake 
th at had been experienced in m any years. 
Most persons declared that it equaled in 
severity, or nearly so, that of 1872. Mem­ 
bers of the B kcobd-Union staff, who had 
not yet retired when the shock came, had 
an excellent opportunity to note its dura­ 
tion and chief features. 
Sim ultaneously 
w ith the first indication of the shock was 
heard a low rum bling sound, not unlike 
th at made by a heavily-loaded truck rolling 
over a pavement, but this noise was soon 
forgotten or overshadowed by that made 
by the creaking timbers of the houses, 
fra m e dwellings strained and creaked like 
a vessel laboring in a chopping sea, and 
rocked and shook very much in the same 
m anner. Chandeliers swayed to and fro 
■(from north to south), and clocks facing 
north or south were stopped, w hile those 
facing east or west—the 
movem ent of 
whose pendulum s was from north to south 
—were not affected. 
The writer, who was reading at the time, 
felt three shocks, but they followed so 
closely upon the heels of the other as to 
really constitute one prolonged shake, w ith 
varying degrees of severity. 
The wave 
seemed to come from a little west of north, 
and continued for several seconds. Many 
persons slept quietly through it all, wnile 
others were awakened in the m idst of the 
shock, and rushed to the street in their 
fright. Xo damage resulted from the shake- 
up, so far as can be learned, beyond the 
cracking of plastering in some buildings. 


WHAT BARWICK SAYS ABOUT IT. 
According to Signal Service Officer Bar- 
wick s report, the shock began at ten m in­ 
utes and thirty seconds past three o’clock, 
there being two shocks, following each 
other in rapid succession. The movement 
was from north northeast to south south­ 
west. and caused the pendulum of the Sig­ 
nal Office clock to strike against both the 
back and front of the clock. The distance 
between the two portions of the clock de­ 
scribed no doubt prevented the stoppage of 
the clock, because the oscillauons were not 
as long that way as the original motion of 
the pendulum . Quite a num ber of clocks 
in town were stopped, whose positions were 
such as to cause their pendulum s to take a 
contrary motion to that of their own. 
Those that stopped had considerable more 
space from front to back of the clocks than 
has the Signal Service regulator. 
The last earthquake occurred last year on 
the 28th of April, a b o u t 8:45 p. m . The one 
of yesterday make3 ten that have occurred 
here since July, 1877, distributed as fol­ 
lows :

north and south. T hat of yesterday stopped 
clocks and gave two quite severe shocks, 
especially to those parties residing in three- 
.¿tory buildings. 


THE EARTHQUAKE SEASON. 
The above record shows that often years 
intervene between shocks in this city, and 
but upon one occasion in the twelve years 
past have there been two w ithin a few days 
of each other. These were A pril 3d and 
11, 1885. A pril appears to be the m onth 
in which these shocks 
mostly 
occur, 
as the above records for that m onth show 
there were four; two in May, one in June, 
one in July, none in August or September, 
one in October, none in November or D e­ 
cember and one in January. They also 
appear more often at the end of the rainy 
season, or during that time, for of the ten 
in the past twelve years, seven happened 
from January to May, and generally fol­ 
lowed 
seasons whose precipitation was 
over thirteen inches. 


YESTERDAY’S WEATHER. 
The highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem perature yesterday was 85° and 59°, 
w ith a few cirrus and cirror-stratus clouds 
floating in the air. which was quite sultry, 
close and oppressive, considering the fact 
that a northerly wind prevailed, and old 
’49 ers would say : “ Look out boys: this 
is regular earthquake weather.” 
The barometer fell considerably yester­ 
day. The wind was from one to twelve 
m iies per hour, and from the north. 
The highest and lowest tem perature for 
the same date last year was 09° and 50°. 
Yesterday, therefore, was 16° warmer dur­ 
ing the day, and the night was 9 warmer 
than one year ago.

i Levi N. B illings’ T rial F or the M urder o l 
F rancis D . L ighten. 
The case of the People vs. Levi N. Bill­ 
ings, charged with the m urder of Francis 
D. Lightall, on March 1st last, is set for 
trial to-day in D epartm ent One of the Su­ 
perior Court. 
The circumstances of the tragedy are 
doubtless fam iliar to most of the readers of 
the R ecord-Union. On the day named, 
Billings went to his ranch, jnst north of 
Jibboom street, which yonng Lightall and 
his father, Luther O. Lightall, occupied as 
tenants, to interview them on business. H e 
was accompanied by bis son. It is alleged 
that he became violently angry duriDg the 
discussion of business differences w ith his 
tenants, and that, picking up a club, he 
knocked the young man down w ith it, and 
then pulled a pistol and shot him dead. 
Billings then came to the Sheriff's office 
and gave him self up. 
The bone of contention between the two 
parties was the attem pt on the part of B il­ 
lings to get his tenants to give up their 
lease of the ranch. 
H e had finally agreed 
(several days prior to the killing) to pay 
the Lightalis $125 if they would resign 
their lease and move away. To this they 
had agreed. 
The money was not forth­ 
coming. however, and the refusal of the 
Lightalis to leave the ranch before pay­ 
m ent of the sum agreed upon led to the 
fatal quarrel described above. 
A t the Coroner’s inquest the only wit­ 
nesses examined were the father of the de­ 
ceased and the County Physician. D r.G . A. 
W hite, the latter of whom li8d m ade an 
autopsy ou the body. 
The statem ents of this case made in the 
foregoing as to the circumstances of the 
killing, are based upon the testim ony of 
Luther O. Lightall oefore the Coroner’s 
jury, at the inquest which was held on the 
evening of the day of the killing. 
After a deliberation of less than ten m in­ 
utes, the jury returned a verdict to the ef­ 
fect that deceased came to his death from a 
pistol-ball wound in the left breast, inflicted 
by a pistol in the hands of one L. N. Bil­ 
lings. 
In the prosecution of this case District 
Attorney Bruner will be assisted by W . A. 
Anderson, and the defense will be in the 
hands of Grove L. Johnson.

rectly to Santa Monica, w here his family 
are now located. Senator Jones has been 
very industrious since the Senate adjourned 
and has spent alm ost every day with the 
President or cne of the Cabinet'officers in 
the furtherance of several projects he has 
on hand. One oí the hardest tasks he had 
was to secure the appointm ent of W hitcher 
to be District Attorney of Nevada, which 
was accomplished a couple of days since. 
Another m atter lor which he has labored 
w ith both the President and Secretary 
W indotn has been to secure the reopening 
of the m int at Carson City, which has been 
closed for some tim e. 
H e has also endeav­ 
ored to induce the President to order an 
increased am ount of silver coined m onthly, 
from the present am ount, two millions per 
m onth, to four millions. 
H e has 8lso had 
several talks with Secretary W indom re­ 
garding the re-establishmeut of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue District in Nevada.

country so fast. At Limerick the matter 
is creating much attention. So many emi­ 
grants for the United States are passing 
through the town that there is almost a 
fear that the country will be depopulated. 
_ Chicago has determined to be second 
city in 1890. To this end she is pushing 
a policy of annexation which gathers into 
the corporation all 
near-by suburban 
towns. 
But she will do very well if she 
keeps her place as the fourth city in the 
Union and the liveliest in the great West. 
The formidable Confederate ironclad 
Louisiana, the character of whose engines 
makes it a factor in the dispute between 
Porter and Butler seeing that Butler says 
she was a floating dock, and could not have 
justified such extra caution as he imputes 
to Porter, was armed with sixteen guns, 
and had a plating of inclined railroad iron 
that deflected all of Farragut’s shots. 
Although attempts to mine coal at the 
mouth of the Kennebec river have hereto­ 
fore been unsuccessful, yet every time a 
lamp is washed ashore it excites some one 
with a desire to investigate farther. A 
Portland paper tells of a lump weighing 
about twenty-six pounds that recently was 
washed up on Popham beach, and thinks 
that a Portland syndicate will make an­ 
other ettbrt this summer to find the source 
whence these pieces have come for the last 
sixty years.

The war is over; in fact, it has been over 
for nearly a quarter of a century, and there 
Is no animosity in any true soldier’s heart, 
Confederate or Federal. The flag of our 
country is the flag of us all, and we all pro­ 
pose to stand by it, Federáis and Confeder­ 
ates.” 
Central Asia and more particularly Cen­ 
tral Western Asia, lias undergone a revo­ 
lution during the past quarter of a century.

The Supreme Court of Florida has ren­ 
dered a decision of vital imjiortanee to 
railroad corporations. The Board of Rail­ 
road Commissioners in 1887 fixed rates for 
the Pensacola and Atlantic Railroad Com­ 
pany, which the company asserted were 
too low to enable it to earn enough revenue 
to pay its operating expenses, and it re­ 
fused to adopt the rates fixed by the Com­ 
mission. The State brought suit against 
the railroad to recover penalties, and ob­ 
tained a judgment in the lower Court for 
several thousand dollars. 
The railroad 
company apjiealed. The Supreme Court 
now reverses the judgment of the lower 
Court, holding that the reduction by the 
Legislature or Commission of rates of a 
railroad to a |>oint too low to permit it to 
earn operating expenses is a deprivation 
of property without due process of law 
and without just compensation, and is con­ 
fiscation and in conflict with the State and 
Federal Constitutions. 
This is the first 
decision of the kind by a Court of last 
resort. 


The emigration to Canada has fallen off 
largely this season.
